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MARKET  REVIEW 

Deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  through  December  16,1961,  totaled 
9,196,000  tons  or  290,000  tons  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.  During  November,  they  amounted  to  804,000  tons  or  121,000 
tons  more  than  in  November  I960,  the  previous  high  for  that  month. 
Refiners'  November  deliveries  were  up  87,000  tons  and  those  of  beet 
sugar  processors  50,000  tons.  Deliveries  by  importers  were  smaller 
than  those  of  last  November. 

Calendar  year  1961  deliveries  will  be  close  to  9,550,000  tons,  about 
150,000  tons  less  than  anticipated  marketings  and  entries  of  quota  and 
non-quota  purchase  sugar.  Allowing  about  50,000  tons  for  losses  due  to 
processing  and  raw-value  conversions,  year-end  quota  stocks  held  by 
refiners  and  importers  are  likely  to  be  about  100,000  tons  more  than 
the  700,000  tons  held  at  the  end  of  last  year.  Importers  quota  stocks 
are  expected  to  be  down  about  25,000  tons  from  the  39,000  tons  held  at 
year  end  I960  to  about  the  1957-59  average  level  with  the  refiners  quota 
stocks  approximately  125,000  tons  higher  than  the  663,000  tons  held  at 
the  end  of  last  year,  the  highest  of  record.  For  the  three  years  1957-59 
refiners  quota  stocks  at  year  end  averaged  447,000  tons.  During  the 
three  year  period  1954-56  year  end  quota  stocks  held  by  refiners  aver- 
aged only  300,000  tons.  Thus  refiners  have  in  reserve  300,000  tons 
more  sugar  than  they  considered  necessary  just  before  Cuban  sugar 
supplies  were  cut  of  f  and  more  than  500,000  tons  in  excess  of  those  held 
about  five  years  ago.  The  latter  quantity  is  about  equal  to  a  full  month 
of  refiners'  deliveries. 

Total  stocks,  quota  and  overquota,  held  by  primary  distributors  at  the 
end  of  this  year  are  expected  to  be  slightly  lower  than  those  of  last  year 
end.  Beet  processors'  stocks  probably  will  be  down  about  150,000  tons 
from  those  at  the  end  of  I960  and  mainland  cane  mill  stocks  will  be 
virtually  unchanged. 

On  December  15  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Department  estimated 
domestic  beet  sugar  production  from  the  1961  crop  at  2,519,000  tons, 
raw  value.  Both  beet  and  beet  sugar  production  were  the  highest  of 
record  but  relatively  low  sugar  recovery  resulted  in  a  much  smaller 
production  than  had  been  anticipated  at  the  beginning  of  harvest.  With 
production  expected  to  be  about  90, 000  tons  less  than  196 1  calendar  year 
marketings  of  domestic  beet  sugar  the  effective  inventory  at  the  begin- 
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ning  of  1962  will  be  smaller  than  at  the  beginning  of  1961  by  a  like  a- 
mount.  The  marketing  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  area  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1962  is  about  140,000  tons  less  than  was  marketed  during  the 
same  months  of  1961. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  sugar  production  from  the  1961 
mainland  cane  crop  at  766,  000  tons  or  136,000  more  than  last  year,  the 
previous  high,  with  the  Louisiana  crop  increasing  101,000  tons  and 
Florida's  about  35,000  tons.  If  the  1961  quota  of  715,000  tons  for  this 
area  is  marketed  the  effective  inventory  at  the  beginning  of  1962  would 
be  about  50,000  higher  than  at  the  beginning  of  1961. 

The  domestic  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  at  New  York  rose  from  the  level 
of  6.06  cents  per  pound  for  August  and  September  to  6.  19  for  October 
and  6.29  for  November.  It  was  6.31  cents  per  pound  from  December  1 
through  December  8  but  by  December  13  had  reached  6„45  cents  where 
it  remained  until  December  18  when  it  dropped  to  6.42.  The  average  for 
the  first  half  of  December  1961  was  6.36  cents.  For  the  calendar  year 
through  December  15,  the  price  averaged  6.29  cents  per  pound,  the 
same  as  for  the  comparable  period  last  year.  The  wholesale  refined 
sugar  price  at  New  York  averaged  9.41  cents  per  pound  January  1  - 
December  15,  1961  or  .03  cent  less  than  for  the  same  period  of  I960. 

The  only  change  in  wholesale  refined  sugar  prices  effective  during  the 
period  December  1-15  was  a  0.  10  cent  increase  for  both  beet  and  cane 
sugar  in  the  Chicago-West  territory  effective  December  4.  Prices  in 
this  territory  have  increased  0.30  cent  since  early  November  and  cane 
sugar  is  now  quoted  at  8.  90  cents  and  beet  sugar  at  8.  70  cents  per  pound. 
In  the  Northeast  cane  sugar  was  quoted  at  9.30  cents  per  pound  and  at 
9.00  cents  in  the  Southeast  and  Gulf  territories .  However,  a  0 . 20  cent 
increase  in  the  Northeast  price  has  been  announced  to  be  effective  Jan- 
uary 2,  1962.  Both  cane  and  beet  sugar  were  listed  at  8.80  cents  per 
pound  in  the  States  of  California,  Arizona  and  Nevada.  Beet  sugar  was 
quoted  at  8.65  cents  per  pound  in  the  balance  of  the  Pacific  Coast  ter- 
ritory but  cane  sugar  was  listed  at  8.65  cents  for  the  States  of  Oregon 
and  Washington  and  8.75  cents  in  the  balance  of  the  territory. 

The  world  market  prices  for  raw  sugar  were  quoted  in  New  York  at  2.55 
cents  per  pound  for  Contract  No .  8  and  at  2.47  cents  for  Contract  No.  9 
from  November  £4  thiough  December  7.  After  two  days  of  prices  at 
intermediate  levels,  the  No.  8  quotation  dropped  to  2.43  cents  and  the 
No.  9  quotation  to  2.35  cents;  they  remained  at  these  levels  through 
December  18. 
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On  November  30,  1961  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  released  its 
first  estimate  of  1961-62  world  sugar  production,  by  countries.  The 
estimated  production  of  57,488,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  centrifugal 
sugar  production  would  amount  to  3,326,000  tons  or  5.5  percent  less 
than  the  60  ,  8 14,  000  tons  reported  produced  during  1960-61.  On  Decem- 
ber 6,  1961  F.  O.  Licht's  International  Sugar  Report  published  its  first 
estimate  of  1961-62  world  sugar  production  showing  a  decline  similar 
to  that  reported  by  FAS.  Licht's  world  totals,  as  always,  are  slightly 
higher  than  those  of  FAS.  Some  of  the  salient  figures  are  compared 
below  with  Licht's  data  cast  into  the  same  geographical  divisions  as  the 
FAS  data.  The  principal  difference  between  the  two  series  lies  in  the 
estimation  of  sugar  production  behind  the  Iron  Curtain.

The  second  session  of  the  International  Sugar  Conference  was  recon- 
vened on  December  7  in  Geneva.  During  the  interim  between  sessions 
the  negotiating  committee  had  conferred  with  representatives  of  most  of 
the  important  countries  in  an  attempt  to  moderate  demands  before  the 
conference  reconvened  on  December  7.  However,  little  progress  was 
made  in  the  effort  to  get  governments  to  change  positions  .  The  demands  of 
Cuba  exceeded  the  concessions  that  the  non-communist  countries  were 
willing  to  make  by  an  amount  too  large  to  compromise. 

In  addition  to  the  differences  on  export  entitlements,  it  became  known 
during  the  period  between  sessions  that  Cuba  had  already  violated  the 
agreement  by  overshipping  its  1961  export  quota  by  more  than  500,000 
tons.  Cuba  then  made  it  known  that  they  would  continue  to  overship  and 
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estimated  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  their  total  overshipments  would 
amount  to  1,  100,000  tons.  Exports  through  November  were  reported  to 
total  about  5,964,000  tons,  almost  one  million  tons  in  excess  of  Cuba's 
1961  entitlements. 

The  conference  voted  to  suspend  quotas  for  the  remaining  two  years  of 
the  Agreement.  In  regard  to  the  other  Provisions  of  the  Agreement  the 
Council  at  its  meeting  on  December  15  instructed  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee "to  prepare  and  circulate  as  soon  as  possible  to  all  governments 
represented  at  this  Conference  the  list  of  the  provisions  of  the  Agree- 
ment which  are  inoperative  as  a  result  of  the  absence  of  basic  export 
tonnages  and  export  entitlements." 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  by  all  countries  represented  that  the  Agree- 
ment should  continue . 
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ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1962  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act 
Amendment  of  March  31,  1961 


Amendment  to  the  Sugar  Act,  Proclamation  by  the  President,  and  sub- 
sequent actions  relating  to  sugar  supplies  through  September  1961  are 
covered  in  the  April,  May,  July  and  September  1961  issues  of  SUGAR 
REPORTS,  Nos.  108,  109,  111  and  113. 

Since  then  three  such  actions  have  been  taken,  details  of  which  are  shown 
below: 

A.  Determination  of  Cuban  sugar  quota  to  supplement 

the  quota  established  by  Proclamation  No.  3401 

by  The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America 
A  Proclamation  (3440) 

WHEREAS  section  408(b)(1)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended  by  the 
act  of  March  31,  1961,  provides  that  the  President  shall  determine,  not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  of  Title  II  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as 
amended,  the  quota  for  Cuba  for  the  period  ending  June  30,  1962,  in  such 
amount  or  amounts  as  he  shall  find  from  time  to  time  to  be  in  the  nation- 
al interest,  and  further  provides  that  in  no  event  shall  such  quota  exceed 
such  amount  as  would  be  provided  for  Cubaunder  the  terms  of  Title  II  of 
the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  in  the  absence  of  section 408(b);  and 

WHEREAS  section  408(b)(1)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  further 
provides  that  determinations  made  by  the  President  thereunder  shall 
become  effective  immediately  upon  publication  in  the  Federal  Register; 
and 

WHEREAS  section  408(b)(2)  and  section  408(b)(3)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of 
1948,  as  amended,  authorize  the  President,  subject  to  certain  require- 
mentSj   to  cause  or  permit  to  be  brought  or  imported  into  or  marketed 

in  the  United  States  a  quantity  of  sugar  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  by 
which  the  quotas  which  would  be  established  for  Cuba  under  the  terms 
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of  Title  II  of  such  Act  exceed  the  quotas  established  for  Cuba  by  the 
President  pursuant  to  section  408(b)  of  the  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  by  Proclamation  No.  3401  of  March  31,  1961,  the  President 
determined  the  quota  for  Cuba  for  the  calendar  year  1961,  to  be  zero; 
and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  section  408(b)(1)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as 
amended,  I  find  it  to  be  in  the  national  interest  that  the  amount  of  the 
quotas  for  sugar  and  for  liquid  sugar  for  Cuba  pursuant  to  the  Sugar  Act 
of  1948,  as  amended,  for  the  six-month  period  ending  June  30,  1962, 
should  be  zero: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  JOHN  F  .  KENNEDY,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  acting  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  section  408(b)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  section 
301  of  title  3  of  the  United  States  Code,  and  as  President  of  the  United 
States : 

1.  Do  hereby  determine  that  in  the  national  interest  the  amount  of  the 
quotas  for  sugar  and  for  liquid  sugar  for  Cuba  pursuant  to  the  Sugar  Act 
of  1948,  as  amended,  for  the  six-month  period  ending  June  30,  1962, 
shall  be  zero;  and 

2.  Do  hereby  continue  the  delegation  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of 
the  authority  vested  in  the  President  by  section  408(b)(2)  and  section 
408(b)(3)  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  such  authority  to  be 
continued  to  be  exercised  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

This  proclamation  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  publication 
in  the  Federal  Register.

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B.    1962  Sugar  Requirements  and  Quotas  for  First  Six  months 
Announced:  (December  8,  1961)  


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  I_.  Freeman  today  determined  sugar 
consumption  requirements  of9,500,000  tons  for  the  calendar  year  1962 
and  established  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  other 
than  Cuba  for  the  first  six  months  of  1962  totaling  3,  175,  378  short  tons, 
raw  value . 

This  action  makes  effective,  without  change,  as  of  Jan.  1,  1962,  the 
requirements  and  quotas  set  forth  in  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making 
issued  on  Sept.  21,  1961  (see  press  release  USDA  3068-61). 

The  decision  to  adopt  the  proposal  was  made  after  all  views  and  data 
submitted  by  interested  persons  in  response  to  the  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rule  Making  of  Sept.  21,  1961,  were  reviewed  and  considered. 

The  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign  countries  other  than  Cuba 
that  will  become  effective  on  Jan.  1,  1962  are  shown  in  Table 

C.  Non-Quota  Purchase  Sugar  Authorized  for  First  Six  Months  of  1962 
Announced:  (December  8,  1961) 


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  today  authorized  purchase  of  869,013  short  tons, 
raw  value,  of  non-quota  sugar  for  importation  during  the  first  six  months 
of  1962. 

This  authorization  followed  the  President's  Proclamation  No.  3440,  of 
Dec.  1,  which  established  the  quota  for  Cuba  for  the  first  six  months  of 
1962  at  zero  and  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  acting  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  powers  vested  in  the  Pres- 
ident to  obtain  replacement  sugar. 

Today's  action,  together  with  quotas  totaling  3,175,378  tons,  estab- 
lished Dec.  8,  1961  (press  release  USDA  4075-61)  brings  to  a  total  of 
4,044,391  tons  the  quantity  of  sugar  authorized  for  marketing  and  im- 
portation within  quotas  and  non- quota  purchases  authorized  for  the  first 
six  months  of  1962.

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Of  the  total  of  869,  013  tons  of  non-quota  sugar  authorized  for  purchase, 
769 ,  013  tons  were  authorized  from  countries  for  which  quotas  are  estab- 
lished under  Sec.  202  of  the  Sugar  Act.  The  remaining  100  ,  000  tons  were 
authorized  for  purchase  from  Brazil,  the  Republic  of  China,  and  India 
(pursuant  to  the  proviso  in  Sec.  408(b)(2)(iii)  of  the  Act). 

The  quantities  authorized  for  purchase  from  each  of  these  three  coun- 
tries are:  Brazil,  30,000  tons;  Republic  of  China,  20,000  tons;  and 
India,  50,000  tons.  These  are  the  same  quantities  by  which  the  1961 
non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  for  each  of  these  countries  were 
reduced  on  Oct.  23,  1961. 

Of  the  total  1,574,622  short  tons,  raw  value,  withheld  from  Cuba,  the 
quantities  authorized  for  purchase  by  today's  action  were  based  on  a  pro- 
ration of  1,  185,000  tons  to  quota  countries  to  the  extent  of  their  ability 
to  supply  sugar.  The  remaining  389,622  tons  were  not  prorated  or  au- 
thorized for  purchase.  Also,  not  authorized  for  purchase  today  was 
315,987  tons  which  is  the  Dominican  Republic's  proration  of  the 
1, 185, 000  tons  . 

The  quotas  and  non-quota  purchase  sugar  allocations  to  become  effective 
Jan.  1,  1962,   for  the  six-months  ending  June  30,  1962,   are  shown  in

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STATISTICAL,  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  November  1961  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
804,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  14,000  tons  from 
October  1961  and  up  121 ,  000  tons  from  November  I960.  January-Novem- 
ber 1961  deliveries  8,859,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up 
316,000  tons,  or  3.7  percent  from  same  I960  period.  Final  data  for 
October  1961  deliveries,  790,000  tons  --  previously  published  prelim- 
inary as  791,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors '  stocks  December  2,  19-61were  1,794,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  153,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier, 
but  up  533,000  tons  from  end  October  1961.  During  November  beet 
processors'  stocks  increased  by  about  416,  000  tons,  refiners  1  stocks  by 
about  74,000  tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  by 
about  52,000  tons.  Importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  stocks  de- 
creased by  9,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  through  December  11,  1961  were  6,362,163  short 
tons,  raw  value;  in  addition,  2,  934,  217  tons  of  lion-quota  purchase  sugar 
were  authorized  for  entry  for  a  total  of  the  two  of  9,296,380  tons.
